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The  Secret  World 


Pete  Brewton  on  the  Mafia,  the  CIA,  and  George  Bush 


by  Dennis  Bernstein  and  Susan  Burns 


As  a  reporter  for  the  Houston  Post,  Pete  Brewton  spent  three  years  investigating  the 
connections  between  the  CIA,  the  Mafia,  and  powerful  U.S.  Government  officials.  The 
results  of  his  investigation  are  outlined  in  his  new  book  published  by  Shapolsky /S.P.I. ,  The 
Mafia,  the  CIA,  and  George  Bush.  Flashpoints  co-producer  Dennis  Bernstein  and  free- 
lance photographer  Susan  Burns  interviewed  Brewton  at  his  Austin,  Texas  home  in 
September.  Here  are  some  brief  excerpts. 


Folio:  Texas  businessman  Walter 
Mischer  appears  to  be  a  key  link  in  tying 
the  Bush  administration  to  failed  S&L's, 
as  well  as  to  organized  crime  and  the  CIA. 

Brewton:  Walter  Mischer  is  considered 
the  political  powerbroker  of  Texas.  He 
has  influenced  politicians  from  Houston 
City  Hall  all  the  way  up  to  the  President  of 
the  United  States.  Sometime  back  in  the 
40s  and  50s  Mischer  became  involved 
with  both  the  Mafia  and  the  CIA.  He's  a 
middleman,  a  functionary  who  flows  back 
and  forth  between  these  entities.  And  his 
power  derives  from  the  fact  that  he  has 
these  connections  to  the  Mafia,  to  the 
CIA,  and  to  politicians. 

F:  In  1988  he  had  a  relationship  with. 
Lloyd  Bentsen.  Lloyd  Bentsen  depended 
on  him,  didn't  he? 

B:  He  has  always  supported  Bentsen 
from  way  back  in  the  70'  s.  He  has  served 
on  Bentson's  campaign  committees,  has 
raised  a  lot  of  money  for  him.  In  1988, 
Bentsen  had  his  Texas  senatorial  election 
headquarters  in  Mischer' s  building.  So 
they  are  quite  close. 

F:  When  it  comes  to  politics,  Mischer 
doesn't  seem  to  take  any  chances? 

B:  No.  Mischer  will  support  both  sides 
of  the  fence.  If  Mischer  is  going  to  sup- 
port one  candidate,  he'll  have  his  associ- 
ates support  the  other  one.  These  people 
do  not  gamble  in  politics.  They  always 
cover  their  bets.  So  in  the  1988  election, 
here  you  have  George  Bush,  the  Repub- 
lican candidate  vs.  Lloyd  Bentsen,  the 
vice  presidential  Democratic  candidate. 
The  Houston  boys  had  their  bets  covered. 
If  either  side  won,  they  were  in. 

F:  How  is  Mischer  connected  to  George 
Bush?  We  know  Mischer' s  son  went  to 
school  with  one  of  the  Bush  children  and 
that  George  Bush  and  the  first  lady  recently 
visited  with  Walter  Mischer's  only 
daughter. 

B:  There  are  personal  connections. 
Mischer  says  he's  known  Bush  for  a  long 
time  but  doesn't  know  him  well .  You  look 
and  find  that  Bush  has  visited  Mischer's 
daughter.  They  have  socialized  at  the 
Houston  Country  Club,  and  both  of  their 
families  are  involved  in  the  ritziest  private 
school  in  Houston.  But  the  real  connec- 


tion between  Bush  and  Mischer  is  Robert 
Mossbacher(sp)  who  is  Bush's  campaign 
finance  chairman.  Albert  Bellfae,  who 
Bush  called  his  mentor,  and  who  was 
doing  business  with  Mischer  and  his  son- 
in-law,  [CIA  asset,  Robert  Corson.],  and 
a  man  named  Jimmy  Lion  who  is  the 
father  of  the  right-wing  Republicans  in 
Houston.  Lion  had  a  bank  called  River 
Oaks  Bank  and  Trust  and  both  Bush  and 
Mischer  were  doing  business  with  Jimmy 
Lion.  Mischer  was  connected  through  a 
mobster  named  Herman  K.  Beebe,  and 
Beebe's  partner  named  Harvey  McLean. 
McLean  worked  on  Bush's  1980  cam- 
paign, and  they  had  a  long  conversation 
together  in  New  Orleans  in  1 980.  McLean 


then  started  a  little,  bank  in  Washington 
D.C.  called  Palmer  National  Bank  that 
was  doing  favors  for  Republicans  and 
helping  the  Contras  and  also  doing  deals 
with  Herman  K.  Beebe. 

F:  You  began  to  make  some  connec- 
tions between  Walter  Mischer  and  orga- 
nized crime.  Mischer  also  started  an- 
other career  that  leads  us  to  the  doorstep 
of  the  CIA. 

B:  Yes,  I  first  heard  people  talking  about 
this  when  we  were  doing  the  big  magazine 
cover  story  on  Mischer.  Mischer  and  his 
partners  including  Coca  Cola  had  bought 
700,000  acres  of  land  in  Belize,  a  small 
central  American  country .  They  purchased 
approximately  12  percent  of  that  country's 
land.  When  I  was  talking  to  Mischer's 
friends  and  associates  for  our  story,  one  of 
them  told  me  that  he  was  pretty  sure  that 
it  was  a  CIA  deal.  That  simply  went  over 
my  head.  I  didn't  care  about  that  and  I 
wasn't  interested.  It  was  only  about  three 
years  later  that  I  ran  across  evidence  that

Mischer's  former  son-in-law  was  involved 
with  the  CIA. 

Later  I  found  out  that  in  1952,  Mischer 
bought  into  some  papermills  or  saw  mills 
in  Honduras.  At  the  same  time,  in  1952, 
he  bought  into  26000  acres  in  far  west 
Texas  on  the  Rio  Grande.  What  was 
happening  in  Honduras  in  1952?  That's 
when  the  CIA  and  United  Fruit  Company 
were  planning  a  coup  in  Guatemala.  They 
began  training  people  in  Honduras  and 
Nicaragua  in  1952  and  1953.  Atthesame 
time  Mischer  was  buying  lots  of  land  on 
the  Texas/Mexico  border.  Later  we  found 
out  there  was  a  CIA  landing  strip  right 
next  to  this  land,  and  they  were  dealing 
guns  for  drugs.  After  the  1954  Guatemala 
coup,  Mischer  sold  his  land  to  Clint 
Murchison  Jr.  who  has  documented  ties,  I 
mean  on  the  record  ties  to  the  CIA.  And 
then  we  found  out  that  Mischer's  son-in- 
law's  attorney  was  talking  to  Oliver  North 
about  a  project  in  Belize  at  the  same  time 
the  CIA  was  training  Contras  in  Belize 
and  buying  1 2  percent  of  the  land  mass  of 
that  country.    It  just  all  fits  together. 

F:  The  title  of  your  book  is  The  Mafia, 
the  CIA,  and  George  Bush,  and  obviously 
you  have  the  President  of  the  United  States' 
name  right  there  under  the  CIA  and  the 
Mafia,  because  you  believe  there  are  some 
pretty  close  connections. 

B:  George  Bush  personally  intervened 
in  the  federal  regulation  of  a  extremely 
dirty  Savings  &  Loan  in  Florida  that  was 
doing  deals  with  Mafia  and  CIA  people. 
Sunrise  Savings,  out  of  Boyton  Beach, 
Fla.,  North  of  Miami,  was  one  of  the 
largest  failures  in  the  country. 

Sunrise  Savings  was  making  loans  to 
Ray  Corona,  a  CIA  and  Mafia  connected 
banker,  and  to  a  man  named  Harold  White, 
who  we  discovered  is  in  business  with 
mob  associates  and  some  men  who  were 
connected  to  the  CIA.  But  the  real  story  is 
that  the  chief  executive  officer  of  Sunrise 
went  to  George  Bush  when  he  was  vice 
president,  went  to  his  office  and  com- 
plained about  federal  regulators  cracking 
down  on  Sunrise  Savings. 

Bush  called  in  an  assistant  to  Ed 
Grave,  head  of  the  Federal  Home  Loan 
Bank  Board,  dressed  her  down  and  told 
her  to  back  off  of  Sunrise  Savings.  It  later 
failed,  costing  $700  million. 

F:  And  James  Baker,  current  White 
House  Chief  of  Staff  and  Bush  campaign 
manager,  allegedly  interceded  on  behalf 
of  Mischer's  savings  &  loan.  Mainland 
Savings  while  he  was  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury. 

B:  I  believe  there  is  significant  circum- 
stantial evidence  to  show  that  Baker  was

What  has  finally  been 
acknowledged  by  Washington  insiders  to  be  an  economic  depression  has  over- 
whelmingly affected  the  lives  of  low  income  working  people,  people  of  color,  and 
now,  middle  class  Americans.  The  stakes  are  high,  the  issues  are  critical.  At  this 
time,  more  than  ever,  you,  our  listeners,  deserve  the  best  available  information 
that  is  unbought,  uncensored. 

This  radio  station,  together  with  our  sister  stations  in  the  Pacifica 
Network  are  moving  ahead  with  developments  to  insure  a  strong,  forceful  voice 
well  into  the  next  century.  During  October,  representatives  from  five  stations,  our 
news  bureau  in  Washington,  and  our  national  staff,  met  to  discuss  enhancing 
coverage  of  local  and  national  issues.  We  recognized  that  in  order  tor  Pacifica  to 
excel  as  an  alternative  to  mainstream  media,  coordination  on  a  national  scale^is-^ 
needed.  Pacifica  hired  a  National  Program  Director  to  coordinate  network  wide 
programming^  Her  first  task  is  to  improve  the  national  news.  We  discussed 
producing  and  distributing  a  coast-to-coast  "Morning  Show",  and  how  locally 
produced  programming  from  around  the  country  can  be  shared  by  all  stations  in 
the  network.  These  ideas  represent  major  steps  forward.  We  intend  for  our 
national  programming  to  emphasize  and  focus  upon  the  needs  and  concerns  of 
local  communities. 

KPFA  has  just  launched  our  Annual  Campaign  to  raise  funds  for  station 
operations.  Your  gift  of  $  1 00  or  more  will  allow  us  to  improve  and  better  finance 
programs  like  the  Morning  Show,  Flashpoints  and  produce  more  on  location 
music  shows.  Please  give  as  much  as  you  can  to  this  volunteer  effort. 

In  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  change  at  Pacifica,  the  Folio  is  about  to  be 
redesigned.  This  Summer,  Major  Gifts  Director  Greg  Lassonde  conducted  a 
survey  that  provided  useful  information  about  how  you,  our  listeners,  utilize  the 
KPFA  Folio.  We  intend  to  re-format  the  magazine  to  make  it  more  convenient, 
easier  to  use,  better  able  to  serve  our  audience,  and  with  luck,  a  lot  less  expensive. 
The  new  Folio  will  hopefully  be  in  your  hands  by  January,  1993. 

Looking  forward  to  an  exciting  new  year.  Your  support  makes  it  all 
possible.

ABOVE  PARTISAN  POLITICS

I  received  your  recent  letter  asking  for  a  sub- 
scription renewal.  Unfortunately,  I  have  stopped 
listening  to  KPFA.  Ironically,  your  question, 
"What's  really  going  on  in  this  election?"  ex- 
presses my  disappointment  with  the  quality  of 
debate  on  the  candidates,  issues  and  parties. 

Apparently,  KPFA  has  elected  to  join  the  cru- 
sade for  Bill  Clinton's  candidacy,  a  posture  that 
I  findfru/y  distasteful.  Having  listened  to  KPFA 
for  the  past  year  and  a  half  (and  contributed 
twice  during  your  marathons),  I  fail  to  under- 
stand how  your  station  can  support  a  candidate 
whose  stand  on  almost  all  the  issues  is  at 
variance  with  thesupposedprogressiveposture 
of  KPFA.

Dear  Mary  Berg:  Never  even  imagined  that  a 
voice  could  bring  tears  to  my  eyes,  but  yours 
did.  For  years  my  friend  and  I  have  gradually 
awakened  on  Sunday  mornings  to  your 
wonderful  musical  programming  and  your 
occasional  informative  breaks  as  the  Eastern 
sky  would  show  signs  that  morning  was  on  its 
way  once  again.  That  all  ended  for  us  with  the 
horror  of  the  October  firestorm  that  reduced 
our  wonderful  home,  redwoods  and  oaks  to 
ashes.

somehow  involved  in  Mainland  Savings, 
or  had  a  hand  in  the  fact  that  it  was  never 
prosecuted.  Mainland  was  the  first  Sav- 
ings and  Loan  we  looked  at,  and  we  found 
Mafia  and  strong  CIA  involvement,  in- 
cluding a  major  loan  to  Adnan  Khashoggi 
at  the  same  time  Khashoggi  was  funding 
the  first  publicized  arms-for-hostages  deal 
with  Iran.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Mainland  was  Raymond  Hill.  TheFSLIC 
hired  a  private  law  firm,  Andrews  &  Kurth, 
to  file  a  lawsuit  against  the  officers  and 
directors  of  the  S  &  L  to  try  to  recover  the 
money  that  was  lost.  Their  lawyers  drew 
up  a  60  page  lawsuit  to  be  filed  against 
Raymond  Hill  and  others  alleging  numer- 
ous instances  of  fraud.  In  many  cases 
these  were  criminal  allegations.  This 
lawsuit  was  never  filed.  The  FSLIC  let 
the  statute  of  limitations  run  out.  Some- 
one at  Andrews  &  Kurth  told  me  that  the 
lawsuit  was  killed  at  the  top  levels  of  the 
FSLIC  and  at  Andrews  &  Kurth.  It  wasn't 
until  years  later  that  I  found  out  that 
Raymond  Hill  was  very  good  friends  with 


[then  Sec.  of  Treasury  and  chief  banking 
regulator]  James  Baker,  and  that  Baker 
was  the  former  managing  partner  at 
Andrews  &  Kurth.  I  think  that  this  was 
one  of  the  reasons  that  Raymond  Hill  was 
so  arrogant  [when  I  spoke  with  him].  He 
knew  that  not  only  did  he  have  the  Mafia 
and  the  CIA  backing  him,  he  had  James 
Baker  behind  him. 

F:  You  have  said  that  a  lot  of  your  cen- 
sorship trouble  at  the  Houston  Post  related 
to  Walter  Mischer.  Why  did  the  Houston 
Post  resist  printing  stories  about  him? 

B:  It  began  with  the  initial  stories  that 
Greg  See  and  I  wrote  for  the  Houston  Post 
about  Mainland  Savings  and  some  Mafia 
involvement  at  Mainland  Savings.  The 
Post's  law  firm  is  Fulbright  &  Jaworski, 
which  is  one  of  the  major  law  firms  in  this 
country;  Jaworski,  of  course,  is  Leon 
Jaworski,  former  Watergate  prosecutor. 
Fulbright  &  Jaworski  was  protesting 
and  saying  we  couldn't  run  the  stories, 
particularly  on  Walter  Mischer.  We  had  a 
sit  down  meeting  with  one  of  the  Junior 


attorneys  at  Fulbright  &  Jaworski  and  he 
started  criticizing  the  stories  in  very  strong 
language.  I  asked  immediately,  does 
Fulbright  &  Jaworski  have  any  conflicts 
of  interest  with  these  stories?  Well,  they 
did.  They  had  big-time  conflicts  of  inter- 
est. Fulbright  &  Jaworski  was  represent- 
ing Walter  Mischer' s  company  at  the  same 
time,  and  they  were  killing  Walter 
Mischer' s  stories  at  the  Houston  Post. 

F:  You  must  have  been  pretty  angry  at 
this  point. 

B:  That's  when  I  started  looking  at 
Fulbright  &  Jaworski  in-depth  for  con- 
flicts of  interest.  I  found  a  lot  more. 
Fulbright  &  Jaworski,  through  a  founda- 
tion, had  laundered  money  for  the  CIA. 
They  had  been  involved  in  a  land  deal 
involving  Herman  K.  Beebe.  So  I  took  all 
of  this  information  to  the  Houston  Post 
editors.  Guess  what  they  did  when  I  told 
them  about  it?  Nothing. 

F:  The  House  Intelligence  Committee 
investigated  the  connection  between  or- 
ganized crime,  the  CIA  and  the  Savings 
and  Loans.  I  understand  that  Daniel 
Childs,  the  former  comptroller  of  the  CIA 
became  the  staff  director  of  the  Commit- 
tee just  before  the  investigation.  How  is 
the  CIA  able  to  place  people  like  Childs  in 
these  positions? 

B:    Well,  the  House  Intelligence  Com- 


mittee is  basically  the  lap  dog  of  the  CIA 
and  has  been  since  the  Church  hearings 
back  in  the  middle  70s.  The  CIA  can 
basically  control  the  flow  of  information 
to  the  Committee.  Had  it  been  up  to  the 
House  Intelligence  Committee,  the  Ameri- 
can public  would  have  never  known  about 
Iran  Contra.  And  they  did  basically  the 
same  thing  on  the  CIA  investigation.  I 
had  started  calling  the  CIA  for  comments 
about  my  stories  in  late  fall  of  1989.  In 
January  1 990,  Daniel  Childs  came  over  to 
the  Committee  as  the  Chief  Financial  Of- 
ficer of  the  CIA  to  head  the  staff  of  the 
House  Intelligence  Committee.  Six  weeks 
later,  after  he  came  to  the  Committee,  my 
stories  were  published  and  the  investiga- 
tion began.  Child's  was  basically  in  charge 
of  it,  although  he  tried  to  keep  a  low 
profile  and  to  stay  out  of  the  limelight.  I 
don't  believe  they  ever  did  track  the 
money.  They  didn't  interview  any  of  the 
people  I  named.  Then  they  came  out  to 
say  there  is  no  evidence  for  any  CIA 
involvement.  After  they  finished  their 
investigation,  Dan  Childs  quit  the  Com- 
mittee and  went  back  to  the  CIA  as  special 
assistant  to  the  CIA  director.  It  looks  to 
me  like  he  was  specifically  brought  in  for 
damage  control.
